Guilty by the Com- 
mittee of Being Connected with a 
Bucket Shop—Session Is Long, but 
Verdict Is Unanimous—Expectation 
Is That C. A, Whyland Will Bring 
‘Suit,, New York Firms Being a 
Party. | 


F. Leland of the firm of 
Leland was expelled from the Chicago Stock 
Exchange yesterday by unanimous vote of 
the Governing committee on the charge of 
being connected with a bucket shop. The 
evidence in the case, which was gathered 
and placed in the hands of the committee by 
the Chicago Bureau of Information, was 
similar to that on which C. A. Whyland was 
tried last and convicted on short 
notice, 

The committee raid in session longer yes- 
terday, however, than in the Whyland case. 
It convened shortly after the exchange 
closed at 2 o’clock. Mr, Leland’s partner, 
J. H. Ware, and Mr. Leland were questioned 
at considerable length regarding the firm's 
operations with Eastern houses. | 

When the committee adjourned, after a ses- 
sion of over three hours, Secretary Wilkins 
made the. formal announcement that the 
committee had voted to expel Mr. Leland on 
his own admissions. He said the vote was 
unanimous. The section of the bylaws under 


which the Governing committee acted is as” 


follows: 

Any member of mu" exchange who is tutereated 
in or associated with, or whose office is connected 
Girectly or indirectly, by wire or other method 
or contrivance, with any organization, firm, or 
individual engaged in the business of dealing in 
differences or quotations on the fluctuations in 
the market price of any commodity or security 
without a bona fide purchase or sale of said com- 
modity or security in: a regular market or ex- 
change shall, on conviction thereof, be, deemed 
to have committed an act or acts detrimental to 
the interests and welfare of the exchange. _ 


Leland Faces Whole Committee. 

The committee first called Mr. Leland last 
Saturday, at the time Mr. Whyland was 
questioned, and the program was to dispose 
of both members at that time. Mr. Leland, 
however, was ili and unable to be present, 
so his case went over till yesterday. 

With the exception of one member the 
full Governing committee was present. Mr.

While such a verdict had been expected in 

a large measure, it caused a good deal of 
sctcbipeabat on the street, nevertheless. The 
local exchange has not taken such r al ac- 
tion in two years, and it is promised that the 
end is not tn sight yet. Cases are said to be 
pending against some of the largest broker- 
age houses on the street and the ittee 
is determined to push all the evidence 
to the finish. 


r. Leland Will Not Talk, 

Mr. amet and Mr, Ware waited joutside 
the committee’s room while the vote was be- 
ing taken, and after the result was an- 
nounced Mr. Leland said:

Attempted Combination May Fail. 

-Unfortunately for the hopes of a combina- 
tion of the Southern men, the latter are fully 
advised of the fact that the location of the 
convention is settled first and the Payne 
resolution taken up later on. The Chicago 
men decline to make pledges in regard to 
| the Payne resolution at all. They say they 
came here to secure the convention, and do 
not-propose to mix in with the business of 
the National committee. The Southern men 
have at once discovered that, Chicago has 
the largest solid nucleus of votes in the 
committee, and hence they are careful about 
antagonizing it. 

On the actual question of location Chicago |, 
would win hands down, but, owing to the 
trading propensities of the Southern mem- 
bers, who believe their personal political 
power is attacked by the Payne resolution, 
the two propositions are likely to be mixed 
up, and on this fact the Philadelphians are 
basing their hopes.

Article 8. The rights and ignities: of his High- 
ness. the Sultan, and his Datos shall be fully re- 
spected; the Moros shall not be interfered with on 
account of their religion; all their religious cus- 
toms shall be respected and no one shall be per- 
secuted on account of his religion. 

Article 4. While the United States may occupy 
and control such points in the archipelago of Jolo 
as public interests seem to demand. encroachment

FEW WRECKS ON THE ‘LAKES. 


Reports for Season Just Closed Show 
Underwriters Have Regained 
Former Losses. 


The wreck reports for the season ‘of navi- 
gation just closed show that forty-two boats 
passed out of existence.

tonnage of 8,195 and represented a carrying 
capacity of about 16,000 tons pertrip, The 
total value was $226,200. Boats per mengeeed 
retired from service are the 4 €s con- 
sidered in this estimate. 
Last year fifty-eight ships, with an aggre- 
gate tonnage of 29,194, were lost. e sea- 


son’s ‘disasters then were so eae as to 
affect freight rates, but this year the amount 
of tonnage is so smal! that no such result 
will be experienced.

the Soo passage, 49; Georgian Bay, 2; and 
Welland Canal, 1, 

The disasters in the narrow chansels from 
Lake ‘Superior to Lake Huron and from 
Lake Huron to Lake Erie numbered a third 
of all those reported. It is said that the 
baoks of the uhderwriters will show that 
fully 80 per cent of the losses paid for the 
season were caused by disasters in these 
two channels, which were mainly due to 
overcrowding of the waterways. | 

The underwriters who had large lines 
during the season just closed have reaped 
a harvest. It is said that several of the 
companies who suffered so heavily in 1898, 
when losses exceeded $2,600,000, were so 
dissquraged with lake business that they re- 
tired, Those who were in the fielfi in 1895 
and staid there in 1899 have more than come 
out éven, as rates have been from 25 to 75 
per cent higher. Correspondingly, it has 
been a dull Begson pee the wrecking com- 
panies.

FOOTPADS AND THE LASH. 


CHIEFS OF POLICE IN OTHER CITIES 
TALK OF THE WHIPPING POST. 


‘Warring Views of the Advisability of 
the Flegging of Highwaymen to 
Divert Them from Their Evil Prac- 
tiees Are Given—The Discussion Fol- 
lows the Recommendation of Will- 
jam A. Pinkerton of a Method for 


Checking Holdup Men. 


“@hiefs of Police are not all agreed that the 
whipping post would be a good thing, even 
for footpads. Tur TRIBUNE has interviewed 
police officials in a number of cities and has 
secured their views on the use of the whip- 
ping post, as suggested by William A. Pin- 
kerton. The opinion was expressed by Mr. 


- Pinkerton recently that the introduction of 


the lash would be a good thing as a deterrent 
of footpads. Whipping for other crimes 
was, not recommended by Mr. Pinkerton, 
‘but for the highwayman he sald he thought | 
it would be an effective punishment. 

John Hayes, the Chief of Rolice of Kan- 
sas City, where the footpad has long been a 
familiar feature, said he believed a vigor- 
ous lashing world cause footpads to try to 
get out of the range of cities where that 
practice \was in vogue. 

John J. Donahue, Chief of Police in Oma- 
ha, where footpads are more or less com- 
mon, also holds opinion with Mr. Pinker- 
ton. 


is likewise a proponent of the old New Eng- 


land practice of flogging. Chief Quigley 
says the footpad is a murderer at heart and, 
therefore, should be given unusyal punish- 
ment. He would have them whipped and 
then sent to the penitentiary, and after- 
wards whipped egain. 

Chief of Police Doyle of Minneapolis, Chief 
of Police Watts of Boston, and Chief of Po- 
li¢e Bull of Buffalo do not incline to the 
idea of a whipping post. 

The police “of Baltimore say there are no 
offenders of the footpad class in that quiet 
elty. 


No Footpads in Baltimore. 


Here are the varying views of the police 
on the subject: | 

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 13.—[Special.)— 
There has not been a case of holdup by foot- 
pads in Baltimore for years, but leading’offi-

ping post would be a good remedy. 


Flogging asa Deterrent.

The provision in the constitution states 
that no representative of a union that has 
seceded from its international or of any cen- 
tral body affiliated with a seceding union can 
be recognized by the American Feceration 
of Labor. This provision bars from repre- 


sentation all central bodies affiliated with 


branches of the Lafayette faction of paint- 
ers and decorators. | 

The Lafayette faction of the painters is 
three times as numerous as the Baltimore 
faction, recognized by the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. and is affiliated with all cen- 
tral bodies in the West. If the actipn of the 
convention taken yesterday had been retro- 
active it is estimated that nearly forty dele- 
gates, including those from the Chicago and 
Illinois State federations, would have been 

May Shut Out Western Bodies. 

As it is, unless some further action is 
taken. by the national convention all the 
Western , federations will be unrepresented 
unless in the meantime they expel the la- 
fayette faction of painters, which in Chicago 
alone has over 3.000 members and is af- 
filiated with the city and State federations 
as well as with the Building Trades: Council. 
‘The delegates to the convention renlize that 
the success of the labor movement ifs im- 
periled? by the action today, anciil is ex- 
pected that at an early time some action 
will be taken to neutralize that of today. 
The probable solution of the aifiericy will 
be the passage of a resolution expelling the 
Baltimore faction of the painters from the 
federation until their troubles with the La- 
fayette faction have been adjusted.

FARMERS ORGANIZE NEW TRUST. 


will Co-operate to Secure Best Prices 
| for Their Produce at Union 
Label Stores. 


Binghamton, N. Y., Dec. 13.--[Special.]— 
A novelty in trusts both as to size, plan, and 
scope is forming here. The official name 
adopted is the International Farmers’ union, 


‘and| the headquarters are to be in this city 


until the growth of the organization. com- 
pels it to move to one of the larger cities, 


probably Chicago or St. Louis, om account | 


of their central situation. 

Organizers will then be sent to the West- 
ern and New England States. The parent 
body was formally organized on Nov. 18, 
1899. and already five local bodies have been 
formed, and their reports to the State Labor 
bureau show a total membership of nearly 
five hundred. 

The scope of the new movement proposes 
to form local unions throughout the United 
States and Canada. Its primary object, ac- 
cording to the constitution, is to keep up the 
price of farm produce, and with a view of 
achieving this competition among the mem- 
bers to secure a good market for. their goods 
is forbidden. All produce must be taken to 
the common market. | 

The' idea of the International Farmers’ 


union is to unite the agricultural and me-. 


chanical workers of the United States and 
Canada for mutual benefit, and instead of 


trying to make arrangements to make ar-_ 
rangements to buy cheaply, will pay atten-_ 


tion to selling produce at profitable prices. 


By becoming affiliated with the Amer-— 


ican Federation of Labor the union farm- 
ers intend to have the union mechanics of 
the country demand their goods in prefer- 
ence to those sold by farmers not members 
of the International Farmers’ union, the 
farmer members to be pledged in return to 
use only union labeled goods. , 


Must Use Official Label. 
The Farmers’ union has alrcady adopted 


a label to put on the crates, boxes, and 


barrels of its produce, and also on its 


wagons through the country. 
Elections and important questions are to 


be submitted to all the members by the /; 


referendum plan. Saleshouses are to be 
eetablished in the large market centers as 
soon as practicable where members from 
all over the country can scond produce and 
get a common price. 

This plan is intended to do away with the 
present method of selling farm produce. A 
farmer who belongs to the union, instead of 
coming,to town and driving about from store 
to store to sell his goods, goes to any store 
that has a union label (either labor or farm- 
ers’) and there obtains the full market price 
either in cash or in goods of some sort. He 
is pledged not to sell or to buy from any 
merchant who does not deal in union made 
goods, 

The promoters of the International Farm- 
ers’ union claim that membership in their 
body will mean an average increase in prices 
the year round from 20 to 40 per eent, and 
that this difference will make farming profit- 

men who at present 
are eking out a scanty and unprofitable ex. 
istence.

‘Bicknell Outlines the Plan. — 
Ernest P. Bicknell, general superintend- 
ent of the Bureau of Charities, states that 
the plans have not been fully understood. 
The following

An editorial in @ Chicago paper praey criti- 
cised the Bureaa of ated Chari es se- 
verely for sentiments which it has not ex- 
pressed and does not hold. Doubtless these strict- 
ures arose from a misconception of the plan 
which a special, committee of the bureau has 
recommended for dealing with the idle non-rest- 
dent men who congregate in Chicago every winter. 
The purpose of the bureau in its study of the home- 
less-men_ situation is twofold. & 

First—It is believed that the honest, industrious 
man, seeking work, is entitled to better treatment 
from this community than he now receives. 

Second-—-+It is also believed that the “ profes- 
itramp, who; from deliberate choice, 
elects to .live by beggary, receives better treat- 
ment in Chicago than he is entitled to. | 

In proposing the plan under discussion, the 
bureau is attempting to help to promote justice 
to both classes of men. The plan gested is, in 
brief, this: 

First—That the municipal authorities, either in- 
dependently or in conjunction with private char- 
ities, undertake to provide clean and comfortable 
beds and wholesome food for the industrious, 
selt- ecting, homeless men under such reason- 
able restrictions as would guard against imposi- 
tion. | 

Second—That the professional tramps and street 
beggars be subjected to police supervision and 
such penalties in aggravated cases as will compel 
them either to cease their begging or to leave the 


city. | 

It is believed by the Bureau of Associated Char- 
ities that this plan is a distinctly hurnane meas- 
. |It proposes to provide something better for 
the self-respecting man than the hard floor, the 
associations, and the unsanitary conditions 
‘of the palice station lodgings. It proposes to re- 
e the police officers of a burdefisome and 
offenpive duty for which they are not properly 
equipped. On the other hand, the plan proposed 
woul relieve the public and private charities of 
the city of some portion of the burden of beggars 
and ipetty criminals which is now thrust upon 
them by a class of men which has no possible 
claim upon the consideration of the community. 

This plan is not original with the committee 
which has proposed it. It is similar to plans al- 
ready in successful operation in other cities, 
Roston has a municipal lodging-house, owned and 
controlled by the city.  Able-bodied men are 
given clean, comfortable, and ample accommo- 
dations, and pay for them by a few hours of labor 
daily. To gain entrance to this lodging house a 
man must first call at a police station and secure 
an order, Since any man can be provided for in: 
this simple and prompt manner, there is no occa- 
sion’ for ‘begging, and meni who beg are arrested. 
The police stations are closed entirely to lodgers. 
In no city tn the country are people tn actual 
need better cared for than in Boston, and in none 
is the ammount of begging smalier. 

New York's experience is simffar. Several 
years ago the municipal authorities established a 
lodging-house and closed the police stations to 
lodgers. No labor is required in payment for 
lodgings, but men must observe reasonable rules 
as to regular hours, cleanliness, orderliness, etc. 
‘If, instead of complying with the lodging-house 
requirerents, they go upon the streets to beg, they 
are arrested. Some idea of the effectiveness of 
this plan in New York may, perhaps, be gained 
from the recent widely published statement of 
Countess Adaline Schimmelmann, now in that 
city, who asserts that, whereas she fed 50,600 
hungry men in Chicago last winter, she has had 
net a single application for charity during her 
stay in New York. | | 

The committee of the Bureau of Associated 
Charities believes that such a plan for dealing 
with homeless men, a# has been outlined above, 
would, by its greater humanity, ite conserving

RULING IN BUTTERINE CASE. 


Supreme Court Denies Motion for Man- 
damus Against Justice Under-— 
-- wood on Technical Grounds. 


The Supreme Court of Illinots yesterday 
denied the motion of the relator in the case 
of the People ex rel. Charles Y. Knight 
against Justice of the Peace George Ww. Un- 
derwood. Knight’s motion, was for leave to 
file a petition for mandamus compelling 
Underwood to issue a warrant for the arrest 
of Alexander McNabb of Chicago on & 
charge of violating the butterine law. The 
court holds that it does not appear that 
Knight applied to the State’s Attorney of 
Cook County to prosecute McNabb. It ap- 
pears to be the object of the relator to have 
the court pass directly on the constitution- 


ality of the law. If McNabb has violated., 


the law, the court holds there is doubtless 
a way by which he can be prosecuted, and 
for this se the motion is denied.

They pass from hand to hand and are 
accepted at their face value hy almost every- 
body without inquiry into the responsibility 
of their issuers. It is for this reason, and not 
because the liability of bankers is limited by 


‘their incorporation, that laws have been 


made requiring security of some kind for 
bank notes. The State of New York was the 
first to establish the system of basing bank 
circulation on State and government bonds, 
and the national bank act adopts that sys- 
tem, both fn principle and in many of Its de- 
tails. Previous to the national bank act 
and to the suppression by the imposition of 
a prohibitory tax of State bank note issues 
the losses to our people from bank failures 
were enormous. Since then they have been 
nothing, and a national bank note is accepted 
without regard to the bank that issued it, 
just as a gold coin Is accepted without in- 
quiry as to the mint at which ft was struck. 
In place of this absolutely safe bank cur- 
rency Secretary Gage would su bstitute the 
primitive banker’s notes of hand, which he 
says “‘ pass from hand to hand} without be- 
ing questioned,” and allow them to be is- 
sued on the mere credit of the banker, just 
as promissory notes are made by other per- 
He incautiously says: “‘/Other coun- 
tries offer us models which it may profit us 
to study,” but he prudently réfrains from 
giving the results to which thatistudy leads. 
As early as 1825 the reckless igsue of notes 
by the little country banks 3 England 
brought on a financial crisis, in the course 
of which the gold in the Bank of England 
was reduced below £1,000,000, and the com- 
munity, as a distinguished ancler ex- 
pressed it, came “ within a few hours ofa 
state of barter.”’. To prevent a@ recurrence 
of the calamity, Parliament, in 1826, prohib- 
ited the issue of bank notes in England and 
Wales of a less denomination than £5, or $25, 
and in 1844 took away from all English and 
Welsh banks but the Bank of England, ana 
a few others which were permitted to re- 
ain it to a small extent, the: privilege of 
uing notes at all. The Scottfsh and Irish 
banks which were existing in 1844 are also 
allowed to issue circulating notes, but they 
must, for every pound sterling of them 
beyond a fixed amount, hold a pound in 
gold. The Bank of England, too, has to 


hold a pound in gold for every ‘pound of its 


notes beyond £16,000,000 secured by govern- 
ment debt, and this gold is kept separate 
from the other assets of the bank, exclusive- 
ly to secure the notes. In France, Germany, 


and the other great countries of the conti-. 


nent only the banks which are government 
agencies are allowed to issue notes, all 
other banks being rigidly prohibited from 
doing so. 

The experience of Europe, ds well as of 
this country, so far from being in favor of 
the currency which Secretary’ Gage advo- 
cates, is dead against it.

The utterances ef the Mayor and the 


the Bureau of | ‘Associated Charities that 
police stations be élosed to casual lodgers 
indi¢ate a partial apprehension of the posi- 
tion of the bureau or a superficial grasp of 
| the difficult problem in hand. 

The bureau récognizes that there are two 
classes of homeless and destitute men— 
namely: those who are well disposed and 
simply require an opportunity for self-sup- 
port, and those who are disposed to prey 
upon public or private charity as long as 

edible, | and who should therefore be 
subjected to the alternative of reform or of 
corrective discipline. It also recognizes the 
fact that for a'city to furnish lodgings in- 
discriminately at its police stations contra- 
dicts the theory of any plan for separating 
these classes atid would thwart its practical 
operation. The bureau is therefore about 
to request| the city administration to close 
the police stations, and if not in a position 
to establish a municipal lodging-house and 
woodyard to leave the bureau to deal with 
cases of casual lodgers at lodging-houses 
where, if' they choose, they will receive 
decent accommodations for the night, with 
breakfast the following morning, and there- 


affirmed, but that it is based so far as it 
goes upon a correct principle must be recog- 
nized. 

Boston has for many years kept its police 
stations closed, and the municipal lodging- 
house, where a comfortable bed and break- 


paid for in work, has usually had plenty of 
spare beds during that time. New York 
has had a somewhat similar experience.

METHUEN’S LATEST DISASTER. 

General Methuen’s second indecisive en- 
counter with the Boer forces at the Mod- 
der River appears to be éven more disas- 
trous than the other. Coming so soon 
after General Gatacre’s defeat at Storm- 
berg it deepens the gloom in London. Un- 
like some of the previous disasters, this 
cannot be ascribed to any glaring error 
of generalship. From Lord Methuen’s brief 
description of the Monday fight it appears 
that he handled his forces to the best ad- 
vantage and the Highland and Gordon 
Regiments fought stubbornly and _ long, 
but the attack was a bloody and ¢ostly 
failure. The Boers were too strong. The 
causes that have kept Methuen’s army in 
the same place for a week are made fisas- 
trously apparent. 

The British General's that 
he is intrenching himself, coupled with the 
mention of a Boer force of 12,000, removes 
the last doubt as to the precarious nature 
of his position. Instead of pressing on, 
storming Spytfontein, and going to the 
relief of Kimberley he is compelled to take 
the defensive, with the possibility of being 
overwhelmed at any time by the Boer 
force which he has failed to dislodge. His 
rear communications are also in danger 
of being cut, which would leave him with- 
out supplies in a hostile country and in 
the face of a foe that has twice proved a 
match for his force, 

General Methuen’s admission that his 
loss was great is significant of distressing 
details to follow. From the battle at 
_Nicholson’s Nek to the present it has been 
the tendency of the worsted Generals to 
minimize their losses in their first reports. 
The mention of one General killed and of 
over 300 wounded men who have been taken 
to Orange River indicates that this en- 
gagement was considerably more  disas- 
trous than the previous one, which General 
Methuen regarded as one of the bloodiest 
in British annals, There is reason for 
believing that the Boers have again suf- 
fered comparatively little, making it prac: 
tically a Boer yictory. 

The further decline on the London stock 
exchange is one indication of the unen- 
viable state of the British cause in south 
. Africa. From the beginning there has been. 
no decisive British victory. The history 
of the war thus far is practically a series 
of defeats. The original total of 70,000 
men has been doubled, denuding England 
of all its available forces, and still it is 
by no means sure the force will be ade- 
quate. The invading forces have not yet 
set foot upon the enemy’s country. If the 
British suffer so severely while | still in 
Cape Colony or Natal, and within corm- 
paratively easy communication with the 
coast, 
they begin to penetrate the Boer country, 
where even women and children will fight 
them, and where all their food and forage 
will have to be carted for hundreds of 
miles over rocky roads and arid plains? 

The British nation is only beginning to 
realize the magnitude of the task it has 
undertaken. It will be fortunate if it gets 
through the campaign without some over- 
whelming loss such as the slaughter and 
eapture of Methuen’s whole the 
Boers, 


MUSCULAR 

Martin Luther set the pace for modern 
muscular Christianity when in his wrath 
he flung his inkstand at the devil, and the 
example of this sturdy reformer has been 
followed many times since his day. Itisa 
far cry from Martin Luther to the Reverend 
J. J. Axtell of Royal Oak, Mich., but J. J. 
has nobly vindicated his claim to being a 
muscular as well-as spiritual Christian, and 
should have a conspicuous seat in the church 
nilitant. 

J. J. had incurred the Sidtvaliiee of the 
ungodly in Royal Oak because he tried to 
make saloonkeepers obey the law in regard 
to selling liquor to minors. They selected 
the brawniest of their number, a hotel- 
keeper with the thunderous name. of Don- 
dero, and challenged J. J. to fight him, in- 


him out of town on a rail. J. J. was not at 
all alarmed by the threat of the free ride. 
He was willing and anxious to try the argu- 
mentum ad hominem and defend his posi- 
tion with “force and arms.” He had long 
been a student of anthropology and was a 
past master in the manly scien¢e. He felt 
that he was fit to meet an anthropos of the 
class to which Dondero belongs; and there- 
fore promptly accepted the ‘ikon. He 
was thirty pounds lighter than his carnal 
antagonist, but Goliath was bigger than 


one of his parishioners, who kindly con- 
sented to be his shepherd's second. At its 
close J. J. was as fresh as ever, while Don- 
dero was glad to call it a draw after re- 
ceiving a pastoral visitation in the Jaw 
which he had not expected. | 

Of course there is much to be said in favor 
of ministers exhibiting a meek and gentle 
spirit, and when they are smitten on one 
cheek turning the other to get another 
smite, but it must be confessed that those 
who can fight the devil with his own 
weapons have a great advantage, and that 
the ungodly are likely to have more re- 
spect for them. The réspect which Don- 
dero will have for J. J. in future is a case 
in point. He has had a striking illustration 
of the soundness of J. J.’s opinions, and he 
will not be likely to run counter to them 
again. He may yet be brought. to admit 
that they are orthodox. In any event, he 
has had a sudden theological ilomination, 
well nigh as startling as that which dawned 
upon Saul of Tarsus when, like Dondero, he 
was cursing everything good. 

The outcome of J. J.’s efforts to reform 
Royal Oak suggests the success which other 
religious reformers might achieve if they 
had “sound minds in sound bodies,” and 
could add to the beauty of the Christian 
graces the convincing demonstrations of 
physical brawn. It is quite generally con- 
ceded that theology at present is in one of 
the throes of evolution, and that churches 
are breaking loose from their old moorings 
to secure surer anchorages. In these con- 
ditions of drift would it not-.be well for 
them to assume what Governor Roosevelt 
-g0 happily calls a more “ strenuous life,” 
and would it not also be well for the semi- 
naries to set up chairs of om acaba of 
the J. J. sort?

Mahan does not give a chapter to 
nema Long’s dispatching of two war- 
ships to defend Boston's imperiled codfish, 
hut he takes the terror of the New England 
coastwise denizens as 4 text for a timely 
germon on improving the coast defenses. 
This is one of the chief lessons Captain 
Mahan finds in the war--the need for effec- 
tive fortifications at all vulnerable points on 
our Atlantic and Pacific seaboard. These 
. fears, however baseless, illustrated the in- 
jurious effects of insufficient home defense 
upon movements of the armies in the fleld 
or of the naval fleets tn campaign. 

Popular indifference wes the original cause 
of the panic that swept along the seaboard 
when the Spanish flect cunme this way. ‘So 
far as it was excusable, it was due to the 
want of previous preparation; so-far as it 
Was unreasonable, it was due to ignorance; 
but both the want of preparation and the 
ignorance were the result of the preceding 
general indifference of the nation to military 
and naval affairs.” Captain Mahan points 
out the danger of lapsing again into the old 
indifference. Accepting as he does all the 
results of the war, tncludiing Porto Rico and 
the Philippines, he justly concludes that 
“henceforth the risks from neglect, if con- 
tinued, will vastly exceed those of former 


aays.”’ 

British naval experts long ago decided 
that it was absolutely necessary to huve 
five battleships to three of the enemy's in 
order to maintain a successful blockade. 

* @ampson’s armored ships in the Santiago 
blockade numbered seven to Cervera’s four. 
Tf Camara’s two powerful armored ships 
had been with Cervera, as they should have 
been, our total available naval force would 
have been below the minimum required fora 
gafe blockade under ordinary conditions.

DE PONTENOT'S LETTER.

On board the French steamer arriving at the 
end of the present week is an individual who 

modestly describes himself as racehorse 
owner and as member of the French Cham- 
per of Deputies, on the passenger list, but 
whose principal title to in- 
famy would be the more correct word—is that 
he is the chief owner of the greatest gam- 
bling hell on the face of the universe—name- 
ly: that of Monte Carlo. 

_ I presume that after this it is unnecessary 
te add that the name of the distinguished 

sitor is Edmond Blanc, and it is probable 

that he will bring with him letters of intro- 
duction from his two brothers-in-law, one 
of them Prince Constantine Radziwill ‘and. 
the other the, soidisant “ Prince ’’ Roland 
Bonaparte, the latter'a son of the disreputa- 
ble Prince Peter Bonaparte, whose killing 
of Victor Noir tn his own drawing-room con- 


| tributed in no smal! measure to the downfall 


of the French Empire. Roland's mother is 
plumber’s daughter. 

It is probable that when Edmond Blanc 
lands the tiny red speck of ribbon will be 
found figuring on the lapel of his coat, indi- 
cating that he is a Knight of the Legion 
of Honor. He owes’ his cross of the order 
to the fact that hejinvested $20,000 in the 
newspaper La Petite France, owned by Dan- 
jel Wilson, the son-in-law of President 
Grévy. That is to say, hé virtually acquired 
the decoration by purchase, since all the 
payments to Wilson for crosses of the order, 
which he sold, were made under the epine of 
subscriptions to his hewspaper. | 


This fact was made clear during the gov- 
ernment inquiry into the Legion of Honor 
‘scandals, which reshited in M. Wilson's ex- 
pulsion from Parliament and in the com- 
pulsory resignation of his father-in-law, 
Jules Grévy, from the Presidency of the 
republic. It is wo thy of note that no less” 
than three successive Ministers of Com- 
merce and Agriculture refused to counter- 
sign President Grévy’s decree conferring the 
cross upon M. Blanc. 

Henri Rochefort, whose passion for the 
turf is as well known as the sharpness cf his 
tongue and pen, on being asked why M. Blanc 
had been decorated, replied wittily: ‘“O,I 
suppose it was for having stopped a horse.”’ 

The hidden meaning of this wil! become ap- 
Parent when I explain that Edmond Blanc 
has been nearly lynched on several occasions | 
on the metropolitan and suburban race- 
courses of France under the suspicion of 
having caused the favorite to be pulled. On 
one of these occasions—it was at Auteuil— 
the Jockey club stewards considered it neces- 
sary to make an investigation. which re- 
sulted in one of Blanc’s horses, Kapural by 
name, being disqualified thenceforth, 
both on the French and English turf, and in 
the warning off the course forever of his 
trainer. Blanc has on several occasions 
carried off the Grand Prix. In 1891 he en~- 
tered three horses for the race, two of them 
famous racehorses, while a third. Clamart by 
name, had until that time cut a pitiable ficure 
in the various events for which he had been 
entered. It was Clamart, however, which 
won, and in the following year when he had 
entered several horses for the Grand Prix it 
was won not by the favorite but by an out-
